Tektronix oscilloscopes use to recommend silver solder when repairing their 
‘scopes for that very reason. I don't know if they still do or not. The 
components were mounted between two parallel ceramic rails that were plated 
with silver. 


Also, regular solder does oxidize badly when exposed to the elements and 
silver solder may(?) fair better in this respect. I usually just try to 
make sure my solder joints aren't exposed though.

My modem is 
Com 3. After opening up the CPU and tracing cables from the mother board, 
the mouse is on COM 2 and Com 1 is an unused 25-pin connector. Com 3 is the 
internal modem. Com 4 is unused. 


Com 1 gives the "Error opening Com1" when I attempt to configure the port.

Just to let you know that you both were absolutely right with your advise. I 
continued to listen to morse code at high speed (19wpms) as advides in the 
Koch method. I tried and succeeded in not listinging to dits and dahs but to 
the sounds of the whole character. And it works. It no longer bothers me not 
hearing separate dits or dahs, I recognise the characters anyway. Progress 
is now mad rougly 1 character a day with an average spend time of 45 minutes 
a day. I do swap between keying and listening, just to get my mind of the 
listening.

Hubert, maybe the problem is in what you are expecting to hear and how 
you are going about it. 


First off, FORGET about trying to count the dits in an S at any speed! 
What you must learn is the rhythm and "sound" of the S character, not the 
number of dits it contains. This is true for any character. 


I think that what you are experiencing is normal in that as speed 
increases one's perception of the exact makeup of the character - in 
terms of individual dits and dahs - begins to blur as the sounds blend 
into one another. The fact that this effect happens with any computer and 
any sound reproducer, etc. pretty well says the problem is "between your 
ears" as you put it. 


I do not have any particular remedy to suggest other than that you 
concentrate on the overall sound of each character and find ways to 
identify its unique rhythm rather than its numerical makeup of dits and 
dahs. 


As speed increases it is only natural that the individual element sounds 
come closer and closer together and that they begin to take on a single 
collective sound. 


I am sure that many others can offer advice in this area.

About three weeks ago I noticed a great increase of 
line noise from the usual S1 or less to S9. This of 
course really hindered QRP operation and QRO for that 
matter. I brushed it off as a bad insulator that would 
quiet down after a rain storm. However it was constant 
and didn't vary like most line noise I've had in the 
past. Then I went to ten meters one night and not a 
sound, checked twenty and forty and it was S9. Pulled 
out the DX-440 and started checking. It was just 
noticeable on 3 Mhz, started increasing rapidly about 
5 Mhz and peaked about 10 Mhz and by 20 Mhz was not 
there. Now this is strange since I've never had line 
noise that was that frequency limited. I started a 
search, I walked toward the overhead lines about 150 
feet from the house and the closer I got the less the 
noise, strange. Back toward the house and noise goes 
up. Really strong at the outside floodlights and even 
greater at the heatpump and the meter. Started pulling 
breakers and when I hit the washer circuit the noise 
STOPS. 

Now I digress a little. About a month ago I found 
the greatest little battery charger for the gel-cells 
(you know where I'm going now). This is one of the 
variable current/bulk rate chargers that they say 
starts at 1.5A and tapers to a trickle. I works just 
great, in fact I ordered a second for the gel-cells in 
the shack. 

On the washer circuit was the washer, a timer for 
the water softner and the battery charger. Yep the 
battery charger was the problem. Can't use it if I 
want to operate. 

This charger is sold many places and I bought it 
from a site on ebay for less than $20.00. It's called 
the InteliTender Model 150. If you buy one be advised 
that it's HORRIBLY noisey. It must have some type of 
switcher inside and you can't get into it without 
destroying the case. I'll try later to clean it up 
with some external fix but for now it stays off unless 


the battery needs charging and then I'll do it over 
night. 

The good news is, if your neighbor gets one you 
most likely not hear it. I tried at my neighbor 200 ft 
away and I couldn't hear it and we share a 
transformer.

I haven't seen another response to the list, so I'll take a shot. Your 
question is a good one. 


I believe Q2 in the TT-2 is a class C amplifier--the emitter is rf grounded 
because the emitter resistor is bypassed. 


>From the texts I've looked at, with a class-C amplifier, you don't figure 
the transistor output resistance and try to match it; rather, you sort of 
work backwards knowing your applied DC Vcc and the desired output power. 


The voltage across the load will swing to almost 2*Vcc. That's your 
peak-to-peak voltage. Take half of that for peak (you're back to Vcc) and 
then take that times 0.707 for rms value. Then, the rms voltage squared 
divided by the load resistance is rf power output. Didn't get the power 
you wanted? That's where you use the matching transformer to present the 
proper load to the transistor. 


Consider that W1FB was designing a 2N2222 final amplier with Vcc of 12 
volts. RMS voltage will be 12 x 0.707 or 8.484 volts. If he applies that 
directly (thru filter) to his 50 ohm antenna, he gets ((8.484%2)/50 or 1.44 
watts. That's too much for the 2N2222. He puts in a transformer with 2:1 
ratio to give a 4:1 ratio impedance step-up. Now the transistor sees 200 
ohms and the output power of the tuna tin is (8.48442)/200 or 360 
milliwatts. That's more like it--the 2N2222 can stand that. 


Why this weird design procedure rather than the familiar matching method? 

It may be because a Class C amplifier is non-linear. Recall that the 
efficiency of a class C amp is often greater than 50%, yet the efficiency 
you get with a matched impedance condition is 50% exactly. Or it may be 
that the class C transistor RF amp has inherently low output resistance, so 
if you try to match it you're going to be guaranteed to create an overpower 
situation. So we consider it to be more like an ideal voltage source, but 
stay aware of real world power limitations. 


The design procedure for class C amplifiers does sort of looks too good to 
be true. I just decide how much power I want, take my Vcc and figure an 
appropriate transformer ratio, and I can have anything I want. How about a 
kW 2N2222? Of course, other practical factors besides device dissipation 
are going to intrude if you get carried away. 


To research this reply, I looked at Solid State Design for the Radio 
Amateur, chapter 2, page 24 and 25, and "Transmitter Output Networks", by 
K60Q in QRP Quarterly, April 1998.
